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DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with John Hayden on May 21 , 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 8-16 and 45 have been cancelled. 

Claim 30, lines 10-11: "having the metallic surface" has been deleted. The word 
-metal" has been inserted between "the" and "substrate" in line 10. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 17 and 19-43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 2, 17 and 19-23, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 

the combination of limitations as set forth in claim 2, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of a light emitting device having the claimed structure, including a substrate 
having a thickness within the range of 5 to 30 microns with a metallic surface, wherein a 
first insulating film, a TFT, a second insulating film, a light shielding film of resin and a 
light emitting element including an anode, a cathode and an EL material disposed 
between the anode and the cathode are formed over the substrate. 
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Regarding claims 24-29, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of limitations as set forth in claim 24, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of a light emitting device having the claimed structure, including a metal 
substrate having a substrate holder of stainless steel, ceramic or alumina formed under 
a majority of a surface of the metal substrate opposite a surface having an insulating 
film and a light emitting element including an anode, a cathode and an EL material 
disposed between the anode and the cathode formed thereon. 

Regarding claims 30-37, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of limitations as set forth in claim 30, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of a light emitting device having the claimed structure, including a metal 
substrate formed over the entire surface of a substrate holder of stainless steel, ceramic 
or alumina, wherein the metal substrate has an insulating film and a light emitting 
element including an anode, a cathode and an EL material disposed between the anode 
and the cathode formed thereon. 

Regarding claims 38-43, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of limitations as set forth in claim 38, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of a light emitting device having the claimed structure, including a metal 
substrate having a substrate holder of stainless steel, ceramic or alumina formed under 
a majority of a surface of the metal substrate opposite a surface having formed thereon 
in the following order: a first insulating film, a TFT, a second insulating film, a first 
electrode, a light emitting layer and second electrode.
